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SAFETY EXPO SCHEDULED AT YELLOWSTONE 


The second annual Back To Basics Fa- 
mily Fly-In Flight Safety Expo will be held 
July 21-24, 1988, at the Yellowstone Airport 
at West Yellowstone, Montana. The Expo 
will be hosted by the Montana Aeronautics 
Division and sponsored by the Montana 
Aeronautics Division, Idaho Bureau of Aer- 
onautics and Public Transportation, and the 
FAA Flight Standards Offices in Boise, 
Casper, and Helena. 

The semi-annual meeting of the Western 
International Search and Rescue Advisory 
Council (WISARAC) will also be held in 
conjunction with the Expo. This meeting 
will begin at 1:00 p.m. on Wednesday, July 
20, and continue through noon on Thurs- 
day, July 21. 

The Expo will include seminar sessions 
concerning such topics as density altitude, 
aircraft performance, U.S. and Canadian 
airspace, mountain flying, aircraft main- 
tenance, survival, military IR/VR routes, 
ATC procedures, aircraft insurance, Young 
Astronauts activities, and weather. 

The FAA will conduct their “Wings” 
seminar which will feature three hours 
of free flight instruction and ground in- 
struction. If you do not have an aircraft, 
rentals will be available, so be sure to 
indicate this on your preregistration. 
Canadian pilots may also participate in this 
program whether or not they hold a U.S. 
pilot certificate. 

The 99s will conduct a Flying Compan- 
ion seminar for non-pilots. There will be ex- 
hibitor booths and military and civilian 
static displays. The Expo will also include 
a density altitude takeoff contest. 

A temporary control tower and flight 
service station will be in operation at 


the airport beginning at 12:00 noon on 
July 20 until 4:00 p.m. on July 24. The 
hours of operation are planned to be from 
6:00 a.m. until 6:00 p.m. daily July 21, 
22, and 23. Frequencies are as follows: 
Tower-119.4, “Yellowstone Tower”; Ground 
Control-121.8, “Yellowstone Ground”; and 
FSS-122.2, “West Yellowstone Radio? ATC 
VFR tower services will be available. 
Please call ten miles from the airport for 
tower services. 

Most FSS services will be available, in- 
cluding flight planning (filing, closing, 
opening), local procedure information, lo- 
cal weather briefing etc. The FSS will be lo- 
cated adjacent to the CFR building north 
of the main terminal building. 

Be sure your aircraft has the required 
paperwork and current inspections. Ask 
your mechanic about the external data plate 
that is now required, if it has not already 
been installed. Don't forget also to check 
your personal certificates, BFR, and cur- 
rency status. Bring your log book. 

There is an airport pilots’ campground 
adjacent to the north tie down ramp. 
Camping will also be allowed next to your 
airplane. Those wishing to stay in town 
should make reservations as soon as possi- 
ble by calling the West Yellowstone Cham- 
ber of Commerce at 646-7832. 1f you're out 
of state, call 800-521-5241. It is important 
to make these reservations early since ac- 
commodations in town will be limited. 

Registration is free, and you may register 
on arrival. However, YOU MUST 
PREREGISTER IF YOU WISH TO PAR- 
TICIPATE IN THE WINGS PROGRAM 
WITH THE THREE HOURS OF DUAL. 
A preregistration form for this purpose is 
included elsewhere in this issue. 


Airport Construction 
Season Begins

The word from here is — it's that time 
of year again — be sure to check for 
NOTAMS for your destination airports. 
With well over three million dollars worth 
of work programmed to take place at 
various general aviation airports around 
Montana this summer, it is likely that 
some of them will be temporarily closed 
for construction off and on. Following 
are brief descriptions by location of the 
various improvement projects planned 
for this season. 

The Baker Airport will undergo a com- 
plete reconstruction consisting of relocat- 
ing and reconstructing Runway 12/30 in 
addition to rehabilitating the existing run- 
way for use as a parallel taxiway. They will 
acquire additional land to insure clear ap- 
proaches and also install a medium inten- 
sity runway light system. 

At Conrad they plan to rehabilitate and 
expand the parking apron, construct access 
taxiways, and install taxiway reflectors. 

At Twin Bridges the airport will under- 
go a major construction of a new paved 
Runway 16/34 and abandonment of the ex- 
isting turf runway on that same alignment. 
A new paved taxiway paralleling Runway 
8/26 will provide access to a new parking 
apron and tiedown area near the west end 
of that runway. In addition, a medium in- 
tensity runway light system and approach 
slope indicator lights will be installed. 

Site preparation work which got under- 
way last fall on the Dillon Airport is con- 
tinuing and will continue throughout the

Administrator's Column 


NPRM 88-2 — Win or Lose? My guess is that we are going to lose and end up with 
exactly what the FAA had targeted their goal in the first place. Congressman Ron Marlenee 
scheduled a hearing in Billings on May 25 to allow the Montana pilots the opportunity 
to express for the record their feelings on this FAA proposed rulemaking and, additional- 
ly, to have the FAA present to defend their actions. Actually, the hearing turned out to 
be an “FAA listening session" because Congressman Marlenee was unable to attend due 
to last minute scheduling obligations. Everyone did get to have their say, and then the FAA 
representative told us what they have already done to change their proposal and that these 
changes were already in the final draft stages. This can only lead us to believe that what 
we had to say really wouldn't have any effect on the outcome. I came away from the ses- 
sion very frustrated, mainly due to some of the statements made by the FAA official, which 
are contrary to the National Transportation Safety Board's findings in two much publi- 
cized midair collisions regarding 1200 transponder squawks not being seen by controllers. 
If the FAA ATC system is so capable of handling all of their soon-to-be-required increased 
workload as proposed in their NPRM 88-2, why can't we get flight following right now 
before this tremendous workload increase begins??? Have you tried to get VFR flight fol- 
lowing lately??? Why do we NOT have radar coverage at our minimum enroute altitudes 
(MEAs) on our airways? The FAA proposes to cut about 100 of their original proposed 
254 TCAs and use a new methodology of passenger boardings instead of air traffic as 
their justification criteria for TCA determination. I thought that air traffic was the is- 
sue?? This criteria would make Billings a TCA!!! — when, in fact, the FAA obviously 
has determined that there is NOT sufficient air traffic at Billings to justify a “full time" 
control tower. Will Billings also have a “part time" TCA???. 
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Last Chance. It’s not too late to participate in that "once-in-a-lifetime" air tour to 
Canada and Alaska. The group will meet in Helena the afternoon of July 1 for a safety 
briefing and a barbecue and will depart Helena early the 2nd. Several planned stops along 
the way will include camping and more barbecues. For information, call the Aeronautics 
Division at (406) 444-2506. If you are seriously interested in participating, you should call 
as soon as possible as final counts are essential for planning purposes. 
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Second Annual Family Flight Safety Expo. Although addressed elsewhere in this pub- 
lication, I'd like to personally invite and encourage pilots and their families and friends 
to plan on participating in our fly-in at West Yellowstone July 20-24. Where else can a 
flying family go to vacation in a beautiful wonderland like the Yellowstone Park while 
at the same time get your flight proficiency honed by attending ground schools and three 
hours of free flight instruction? The final plans are coming together, and we have much 
more to offer this year. So load your family and tent in your airplane (don’t overload!) 
and fly to the beautiful Yellowstone Airport. Don't forget to bring your tiedowns. Hope 
to see you there....

Please be reminded that you 
will be flying into the “wilderness” and, thus, keep your engine noise level the minimum 
necessary for a safe flight.

There will 
also be altitude restrictions which will vary 
depending on the area of the park.

September 22, be sure to obtain current in- 
formation concerning their new Special 
Flight Rules Area. This is all in addition to 
current rules affecting flights over the 
Grand Canyon National Park.

summer. Work there includes construction 
of a new main Runway 16/34, 6,500' long 
by 60 wide, in addition to reconstructing 
and paving of the cross wind Runway 3/21. 
Also planned are reconstructing and pav- 
ing the connecting taxiway and parking 
apron and installation of a new medium in- 
tensity runway light system. 

At the Glendive Airport improvement 
work this season will consist of paving a 
portion of the cross wind Runway 2/20. 

On a smaller scale, land is being acquired 
adjacent to the Laurel Airport to 
permanently assure clear approaches to 
that facility. 

Finally, there are additional projects 
waiting in the wings that are dependent 
upon resolving certain local issues in 
addition to coming up with the necessary 
funding to accomplish them. These include 
construction of a complete new airport at 
Ronan, land acquisition and other work 
preparatory to construction of a new air- 
port at Colstrip, and land acquisition for a 
new airport at En 

In addition to all of the general aviation 
activity outlined, there are over five million 
dollars programmed for use on Montana's 
seven large air carrier airports, all of which 
have projects planned for this summer.
